All 
game so confiscated shall belong to the guar 
dian. Possession of any animal or bird 
close season shall be deemed prima facie evi 
dence that it was unlawfully taken, Guar 
dians have the right of search, 

Every offence against the provisions of the 
ordinance is punishable by a fine of not more 
han 250 nor less than £5 with costs, recover 
abe summarily on information or on sum 
mons only, issued by a justice of the peace 
or stipendiary magistrate, half the fine 
goes to the informer and half to the weneral 
revenue fund of the territories. In case of 
the fine not being paid the offender may be 


imprisoned in the common jailfor any period | 


not exceeding two months. Every mayis 
trate has power to convict on view. The 
evidence of the complainant alone or of any 
one witness is suffleient to support a convie 
Appeals may be made to any stipen 
diary magistrate. No prosecution shall be 
brought after six months from the date of 
the offence charged. 

The lientenant ,overnor may grant per 
mits to persons desiring to procure bird's 
eus or fur bearing animals for scientific pur 
poses during the close season. It is lawful 
for any traveller, family or other person in a 
state of actual want to kill any birds or ani 
mals or take any eggs mentioned for the pur 
pose of supplying their mediante wants but 
not otherwise. The provisions of the ordi 
nance do not apply to Indians with regard to 
vam? killed for their own use and not for sale 
The ordinance does not apply to
